When the happy time comes 
that we are іл а position to say that foul 
brood in the Dominion is under control, 
then we shall usk the Government to repeal 
the tax, ав they did with the sheep-farmory 
many years ago, when a tax was levied to 
cope with sheep scab, 


Such, then, ix the general scope of the 
tax, and we are bound to admit there are 
Possibilities in the proposal for very great 
improvement in the industry, even if wo 
do not altogether agree to the principle 
It was surprising to find the number of 
members who, although not voting for the 
proposed tax, expressed themselves ns quite 
willing to agree if something definite wns 


placed before them. We are pretty certain 
that ns the proposal is now pnt forward 
there will bo little opposition.

FOUL-BROOD AND ITS TREATMENT. 


It is always good counsel to advise the 
beginner to look out for foul-brood, as the 
chances are that he will meet it sooner or 
later. There is nothing to get alarmed 
over in finding a hive affected; we all 
expect to see it from time to time, but 
hope to goodness we don't! It is certainly

Prepare a new hive filled with frames, 
fitted with starters, that is, a narrow piece 
of foundation comb being put in the place 
of a full sheet, fresh bottom board, 
cover amd mat, Take these to the stant 
of the infected hive, and very gently move 
this sufficiently forward to allow you to 
‘place the new hive in its position. Take 
threo frames out of your prepared hive to 
allow vou room to brush the bees off the 
infected combs. Carefully remove cover 
and mat of old hive, using as little smoke

Comments on the Papers

Ventilation (E. W, Sage.) 

J am afraid T cannot agree with 
friend on this matter, which he terms “а 
pet theory." T would rather enll it 
universal practice, advocated 
known authority in the beekeeping worl", 
I do not think every writer would simply 
copy what has already been said without 
having experienced that the advice to give 
ventilation was sound. 


T have used the reversible bottom board 
for years now, nnd sometimes І have Іс! 
the hive get too heavy before reversing, 
and after a good day it ія remarkable 
to see the difference between the hi 
having a marrow and one having a larg 
entrance, The former the nlighting 
board black with fanning bees, and by put 
ting the ear to the hive one enn hear the 
tremendous amount of work being done 
inside to keep the hive cool, But the latter 
is comparatively quiet, ‘There is, of courso, 
a certain amount of fanning inside the 
hive, but the difference in the wenr anu 
tear of the bees must be enormous, 


Mr. Sage's paper gives те an oppor 
tunity to record а peculiar oecurrenee bear 
ing upon this matter of ventilation, Last 
fall l transferred some nuclei into large 
hives, putting the three frames of brood 
bees and queen at one side, and filling up 
the hive with the necessary stores fo earry 
them through the winte The entrance 
is blocked up so that а space of 1 inch 
by 56 ів left at the same end ns the brood 
and queen,

When two brood chambers are used, see 
that the queen is using them both, I£ 
she is not, entice her to do so by placing 
some frames of brood in the unused cham- 
ber, the position of the brood in the one 
being directly over that in the other. Tho 
entrance may bo enlarged according to 
the strength of the colony. 


Abont this time some of the hives will 
show signs of swarming, ‘Take from these 
hives a couple of frames of emerging brood 
and replace with foundation, This wil! 
tend to stop the swarming, and the brood 
will help to build up some weaker colony 
Aim always, by whatever means possible, 
1o control swarming, 

In concluding these remarks, the writer 
would like to add that stimulative feeding, 
as practised in some parts of tho Dominion, 
is unnecessary in this distriet, ns, given 
ample stores to start with and a normal 
season, there nre right throughout the 
spring ample sourees from which n light 
flow of honey is continually coming.
